Every Homeowner Has Share in
Beach Club, Buf Morfgage Owed

What is the Hollywood Riviera
Community Assn.? Is it the
same as the Hollywood Riviera
Homeowners Assn.? Where
does the community association
fit into our picture? What
does it have to do with the Ri-
viera Beach Club?

These and other like questions
by Riviera property owners fill-
ed the alr since the last Home.
owners' meeting.

In an attempt to clarify these
questions, this column interview-
ed a member of the Board of
the Community Assoclation, Wil-
liam A, Mason, 204 Via la Cir-
cula, and found a story that
goes back some twenty-six years
~—to 1028,

In 1028, Hollywood Riviera was
beginning as a development, The
original developers built
beach club as a private club
for property owners, The resi-
dents were going to be Holly-
wood luminaries, hence the
name of the development, It
was to be Hollywood's Riviera.
The developers formed a com-
munity association. Hvery prop-
erty owner automatically be-
came a member of the associa-
tlon when he bought his prop-
erty, and also a part-owner of
the beach club. He could be
assessed up to $10 per month
to maintain the club and asso-
clation running expenses, It was
a grand idea, but there was
a fly in the ointment., The fly
was the depression.

When the original developers
stepped out, the Huntington
Land Co, took over most of
the development, including the
beach club, and maintained it
through the long years of the
19308 and early 1940s, For years,
the beach club remained empty,
with taxes and cost of main.
tenance going on, as they in-
evitably do. The Huntington
Land Co, pald these costs and
the costs of maintaining the of-
fices of the community associa-
tion.

Today, in the midst of a build:
ing boom, Hollywood Riviera is
fast filling up. It won't belong
before you'll be hard put to find
a lot left in this grand area.
As Riviera fills up, we get
closer to the day when it will
be possible to think about tak-
ing over the club as the pri-
vate club it was meant to be,

In each property owner's desd
you'll find these same clauses
that existed since the develop-
ment began. Ilach property own-
er 18 a member of the com-
munity assoclation, and a part
owner of the beach club, Each
property owner can be assessed
up to $10 per month to main.
tain the olub and expenses of
the assoclation.

Private ownership and assess.
ments are still away into the
future,

There’s quite a sizable mort-
gage on the beach club, thanks
to the years of the tax-paying
and maintenance by the Hunt
ington Land Co, In addition, be-
fore anything can be done, a

The beach club cannot be sold
out from under us, The club is
owned In part by every home-
owner here. It is on a tenyear
lease to private parties, which
1s good till 1060. It was made
in 1050, at a time when there
were still nowhere ncar enough
property owners here to make
a move to take over the club,
At least one board member
thinks that by 1060 there will
be enough owner-occupled homes

here that the question cen be|

resolved. The only way that
we can lose title to the beach
club ls by foreclosure of the
mortgage, which is unlikely,
